She stated that she heard the noise but did not realize 
that it was shooting untill she was told. 

SUBJECT also stated that she has been to the Tegas 
Club and knows EVA GRANT but that she csinnot remember 
ever seeing JACK RUBY. She further stated that she did 
not know LEE HARVEY OSWALD or MARINA OSWALD, that she 
cannot recall ever seeing any of these people around 
the Depository or any other place.
